SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 

W A T E R> 

All  parts  of  the  aroa,  apart  from  isolated  premises,  have  a 
piped  water  supply,  and  these  various  systems  were  fully  described 
in  the  1951  Annual  Report, 

Some  of  the  supplies  are  far  from  satisfactory  either  in  quality 
or  (Quantity,  and,  in  certain  cases,  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  grov\fing 
needs  of  a healthy  comtnunity  desiring  modern  amenities. 

Shortage  is  mainly  experienced  in  the  following  areas:" 

BWLGHa  (Cwmdu  Parish), 

The  supply  to  this  village  is  affected  by  the  dry  periods  of 
every  year,  and  rationing  is  resorted  to  by  tui'ning  ‘ of f the  supply 
except  for  short  periods  in  the  morning  and  evening. 

The  Brecon  Rural  District  Council  are  proceeding  with  a major 
water  supply  system  in  their  area,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a supply  for 
Bwlch  can  be  obtained  from  this  authority  at  tho  boundary  of  the  two 
districts, 

CLYDACH  NORTH,  (Llanelly  Parish)  , 

This  supply  is  only  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands  during  the 
V'let  periods  of  the  year.  The  modernising  of  some  houses,  vvdth  the 
consequent  installation  of  water  fittings,  and  the  building  of  a small 
Council  House  Estate  has  increased  the  demand  beyond  the  yield  during 
many  periods  of  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  a solution  to  the  water  supply  of  this  area” 
v/ill  be  found  in  a scheme  to  harness  the  springs  at  Pfynnon  Gisfaen, 

WENALLT  AND  DRAEN  AREA,  GILWERN,  (Llanelly  Parish) , 

The  small  local  sources,  piped  to  the  majority  of  the  houses, 
are  not  sufficient  in  dry  periods, 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  to  supply  this  area  from  the 
Abertillery  and  District  Water  Board  Main, 

LLANBEDR. 

The  supply  to  this  village  is  to  be  augmented,  within  the  next 
few  months,  with  a supply  from  the  Table  Mountain  Springs, 

LLANGENNY. 

The  district  around  Llangenoy  Village  and  the  hamlet  of 
Glangrv\/yney  vail  shortly  be  supplied  by  a new  scheme  from  the  Cwm  Cegr 
Springs,  This  source  yields  an  excellent  supply  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  future  may  see  extensions  taken  from  the  Llangenny  system  to 
other  nearby  Parishes,  should  the  need  arise, 

GILWERN.  (Llanelly  Parish) , 

The  supply  system,  to  this  growing  centre,  has  not" sett led-dov/n" 
following  extensive  excavations  with  the  installation  of  a sewerage 
scheme.  Numerous  breaks  and  trench  subsidanccs  have  caused  many  periods 
of  shortage,  but,  at  the  same  time,  there  is  evidence  of  insufficient 
pressure  at  many  points  at  normal  periods,  and  a close  watch  v/ill  have 
to  be  maintained  on  the  system  as  a whole.
